The
exercleeg were opened with a gelection
by the Citlzens’ band of this place,
which was followed by an invocation
by the Rev. W, H. Holder, pastor of
the Primitive Methodist church, of
Priceburg. A few remarks were then

song was a patriotie one and was given
with inspiring energy. The singers
were heartlly applauded by the en-
thusiastic onlookers,

the attention of the audience. Then
came the most eventful feature of the
many good features of the evening,
the ralsing of the fag.
